Every one who loves the theatre is familiar 
with the name of Colley Cibber, whose altera- 
tuns of Shakspeate’s “Richard III.“ have 
more widely extended his reputation than any 
8 other literary legacy he has left the world.

The explanation seems to be that be was des- 
titute at once of the pride of genius and of 
the modesty of good breeding.

The vice of American music-teaching is that 
it begins wrong end to”-—that is to say, in 
discussions of externals, such as lines and 
spaces, transposition of the scale, signatures, 
fingering, and finding certain places upon the 
key board, and not in the appreciation of tone- 
combinations as such.

its English beginning in the work of a Miss 
Glover of Norwich, who devised the simpie 
notation of the “tonic sol-fa” in order to ena- 
ble a few ignorant children to acquire an or- 
derly ability of song without getting themselves 
lost among the technicalities of lines, spaces, 
bars, and signatures. What she wanted was 
music itseif, by the shortest and plainest road. 
Her crude system of signals was taken up by 
the late Mr. John Curwen, and the “ tonic sol- 
fa movement began. One thing led to an- 
other. As higher music was entered upon the 
notation was progressively improved, until at 
the present time it is adequate to the exact ex- 
pression of the voice-parts of all the opera or 
oratorio music in existence, and in fact all the 


best of itis being published in this notation. A 


The most obvious result of this movement in 
Engiand has been a mighty increas® in the 
number of chorus singers able to read difficult 
music at sight and to intone it correctly 
without the aid of instruments. This means, 
of course, a radical cultivation of all the 
musical perceptions, and consequently the 
piacing of a foundation of true and intelngent 
hearing, upon which a sound and catholic taste 
can presently be erected. 

Some idea of the greatness of this move- 
ment can be derived from the account of the 
annual meeting of the *‘ Tonic Sol-Fa College, 
held in Exeter Hall, May 19. During the last 
year the Examining Committee has corrected 
8,506 exercises in theory, sent in by mail. The 


‘ certificates granted during that time for pases- 
‘fig the various tests of the Tonio Sol-Fa Col- 
}lege” numbered 24,240, or 8,000 more than in 

any previous year. The vigor of the move- 


ment is seen in the great Händel festivals in 
the Crystal Palace. where the heaviest choruses 
are sung by a choir of 8.000, or three times as 
large a chorus as that of the Chicago May 
Festival. The present writer heard Mr. Joseph 
Proudman’s tonic sol-fa chorus of 2,500 last 
year sing one of the principal nurabers from 
Hindel’s Solomon,“ as well part 
songs, Mendelssobn’s „He Watching Over 
Israel,“ etc., with a delightfully easy and satis- 
factory movement, wholly different from the 
lumbering way of the average large choir. 

The tonic sol-fa movement bas never been 
understood in this country. Its accidental good 
fortune of a notation peculiar to itself bas 
been taken tor the substance of the entire oul- 
tus, whereas all the advanced members of this 
movement take their examinations in the staff 
notation. In point of tact, the tonic sol-fa has

Until witain the last three ur four years the 
tonic sol-fa has made little headway in Ameri- 
can. The late Dr. Lowell Massy, and after 
him Mesers.

‘*tonic’’ principle, they nad all that there was 
of it. Two facts overthrow this assumption. 
First, the school children do not learn by our 
system to sing by note, except to an extremely 
unproductive and barren extent. They sing 
by note, it is true, so long as the notes are 
easy enough. Unfortunately their ability 
stops short of the point where enjoyable music 
begins. Second, the Root, Perkins, and Paim- 
er cultus does not resultin the production of 
singers upon a large scale, eager for the finer 
kinds of music and able to grappie with it suc- 
cessfully. The tonic sol-fa does. Therefore, 
the fruit being different the trees must also be 
different. It is the annual convention of the 
American branch of the Tonic Sol-Fa College 
which will meetin this city Weanesday, July 
9 The extended consideration of the matter 
bere given must be taken as an expression of 
the TRIBUNE'S sense of the importance of the 
occasion. 


THE MUSICAL COLLEGE CONCERT. 

The annual concert of the Musical College 
evening deserves more extended con- 
sideration than it is convenient to give at this 
time. Dr. Ziegfeid’s enterprise in bringing out 
bis solo-players witb full orchestra! accompani- 
ment is wortny of emphatic recognition. Four 
young ladies appeared in pianoforte con- 
certos. They were: Miss Florence Castle in 
Mozart's D minor, Misa Esther Friend in Hil- 
ler’s concerto, Miss L. Ciaire Osborne in Mac- 
Dowell’s, and Miss Nettie Musser in that of 
Grieg. The first three played without notes.

MISS VAN ZANDT IN LONDON. 

Ot Miss Van Zandt’s London appearance in 
“CLakmé”" Mr. Joseph Bennett writes in the 
London Mustoal World as follows: Miss Van 
Zandt, in our opinion, Ronestly earned every 
one of the plaudits showered upon her. Char- 
acter and music fitted her “like a glove, and 
she presented both to the house in correspond- 
ing perfecuon. It may have been that at times 
she appeared somewhat too emphatic in facia! 
expression and gesture, but the supple, warm- 
blooded Indian maiden was fairly and striking- 
jy. embodied, The death scene crowned the 
whole with ica tenderness and pathos, After it 
there could be no lingering doubt of a remark- 
able success. In her singing Miss Van Zandt 
justified reports sent from abroad. Her voice, 
though small, is very sympathetic in quality, 
none the less because of a slight reed.“ or 
because, when forced, a vibrato makes itself 
telt. The compass of the organ is exceptional. 
Good in its lower registry it remains pure and 
dweet up to E in alt, that note being sustained 
with apparent ease. Justness of intonation is 
another admirable feature; while the facility 
with which the most difficult florid passages 
are executed adds much to the pleasure of 
hearing. With such gifts as these, exercised in 
music written for her, Miss Van Zandt’s suc- 
cess was the most natural thing in the worid. 
Her Lakmé will be an attraction for the entire 
season, and her impersonations of Mignon and 
Mereille cannot but be anticipated with eager- 
ness.

HARRISO S CHANGE OF P PRONT. 

In the fluctuations of his political fortunes 
recently the de facto Mayor finds it necessary 
to form a new opinion nearly every day, and 
always to refuse to do as he promised. Time

JACK STEPHENS’ EXTENSION BILL, 
The bill changing the time for electing the 
Clerk of the Criminal Court of Cook County 
from November, 1885, to November, 1886, in 
effect extending the present term to five 
years, was lobbied through the House in its 
closing hours by Jack Stephens and a gang 
of ringsters that he took down with him to 
Springfield to operate on the members. 

It was privately explained to the Demo- 
crats that if the election of Criminal Clerk 
was put off for a year there would be a con- 
siderably lighter Republican vote cast this 
fall in Cook County than otherwise, which 
would help the gang’s chances of reélecting 
their four Commissioners, and of electing a 
Democratic Judge to take Sidney Smith’s 
place on the bench of the Superior Court, 
and of defeating the ratification of the new 
Election law in Chicago—thus killing three 
Republican birds with one stone. Twenty- 
two Democratic members of the House, per- 
ceiving the partisan advantage that would be 
derived from extending Jack Stephens’ term 
of office one year, voted for his bill and 
passed it by seven majority. 

The Constitution of the State specifically 
and emphatically forbids the Legislature to 
extend the term of any officeholder. Art. 
4, Sec. 28, reads as follows: No law shall 
“be passed which shall operate tb extend the 
term of any public officer after his election 
Lor appointment.” But the purpose of the 
Senate bill engineered through that body by 
George White s to extend Jack Stephens’ 
term as Criminal Court Clerk one year. The 
term expires this fall, but he doesn’t want to 
be subjected to the trouble and expense of 
another reélection at this tune; he wants to 
hold over till the fall of 1886 and then run 
for Sheriff and let Chris Mamer, one of his 
present clerks, ‘* fix things” in the meanwhile

MAOKIN’S PARTY STANDING. | 

The proceedings of the Democratic County 
Central Committee in accepting the resigna- 
tion of Mackin show that all parties. regarded 
his retirement simply as a matter of policy.

There was 
fierce clamor against Mr. Gladstone’s pacific 
solution of the Russo-Afghan question, but 
now that the anti-Russian Salisbury and 
Churchill are in power they roar as gently as 
sucking doves, There was a strong agita- 
tion on the part of the publicans at home 
against the proposed increase of the tax on 
beer and spirits, and the Ministry went out 
on this question, but it could easily have 
avoided it if it had been so disposed. A more 
direct cause was the want of harmony on the 
question of renewing the Coercion act, and 
the fears that the measure might be passed, 
which drove the Parnell brigade over to the 
Tories and enabled them to defeat the Minis- 
try on the budget vote.

WasuinecTror, D. C., June 27..={Special.}— 


The announcement that Edward L. Hedden | 


has been appointed Collector of the Port of 
New York will surprise no one who under- 
stands the peculiar relations which Mr. Hubert 
O. Thompson, the boss of the New York Board 
of Public Works and County Democracy, bolds 
to the President, to Secretary Manuing, to Sec- 
retary Whitney, and generally to the present 
dominant faction in New York. Careful in- 


- quiry bas been made to ascertain who Mr. Hea- 


den is. There will be less difficulty in under- 
standing who he is if forthe name “ Hedden” 
in the commission one reads Hubert O. 
Thompson.” Secrectary Manning wished 
to have the President appoint Thomp- 
gon. Secretary Whitney also desired this. 
Perhaps tne President did, but from motives 
of expediency he decided that he would not 
appoint him. It would have been more than & 
pretended reform Administration could stand 
to have made Boss Hubert O. Thompson Col- 
lector of the Port of New York. The Presi- 
dent told Mr. Thompson that be could not ap- 
point him, but asked him to suggest the name 
of some merchant whom he could appoint. 
The name of the merchant selected by Thomp- 
son was Hedden, who, it seems, is a very re- 


_gpectable retired merchant, once in the ship- 


ping business, of whom the politicians and 
Democrats generally have heard little, and who 
probably is not known outside the city 
of New York. But he is known to Mr. Hubert 
O. Thompson. His son-in-law, Mr. Worthing- 
ton, the contractor of water-meters under the 
New York Board of Public Works, ts much 


better known to bim. It was announced from 


mo White House late last nicbt that no decision 


bad been reached, and that no appointment 
would be made until next week; and the Presi- 
dent himself, to an inquiry at midnight, said 
there was no decision; that be meant to nomi- 
nate an honest, capable, and vigorous man of 
good health and plenty of courage and 
energy, if ‘he could find such & 
man, and that he was not in any 
burry about it. He has permitted Mr. Thomp- 
son to relieve him of this trouble. The contest 
tor this great office has been a curious one, and 
has been conducted mainly in secret. 

. AN-ALLEGED BUSBINESS-MAN. 

The President has accepted Hedden nominal- 
ly on the ground that he is a representative 
business-man; but it was asserted very strong- 
ly by Hedden’s opponents here, only yester 
day, that he was in no sense a representative 
business-man, and that be was on such terms 
with Thompson that tne impression would go 
out that be was Mr. Thompson's col- 
lector and nothing more. Mayor Grace 
was very positive in deciarme that 
Hedden’s appointment would be a great 
mistake. The opponents of Mr. Hedden also 
gverred that owing to the fact that Mr. Hea- 
den's son-in-law, Mr. Worthington, bad large 
contracts with the Department of Public 
Works, his appointment would be discussed in 
a way calculated to injure the Administration. 
Secretary Manning did not take very eagerly 
to Mr. Hedden. He does not now. Indeed, 
only yesterday Manning made no attempt at 
concealing bis indifference to business candi- 
dates and his preference for Hubert O. Thomp- 
son. It was intimated that he did not grasp at 
Mr. Hedden as a candidate, and discussed 
his unfitness with some freedom. There 
was some reason for believing that he 
would not regret seeing the contest so forced 
by the different city

State man, and that it would not be very ob- 
noxious to him to have W. E. Smith taken as a 
compromise candidate. In selecting Mr. Hed- 
den the President bas declined to, recognize 8.

Mayor Grace, too, will be offended by 
the appointment, as he had come here es- 
pecially to oppose Hedden.

CRUSHING DEFEAT OF MAYOR GRACE, 

itis @ crushing blow to Mayor Grace's 
ascendency in the County Democracy, and 
places Mr. Thompson in absolute command 
of the party here. The Tammany men bad 
never any real hope that they would win. 
There is a double defeat for Mayor Grace and 
a double victory for Thompson in the appoint- 
ment of Henry 8. Beattie to be Surveyor of 
Customs. Mr. Beattie 1s the leader of the 
County Democracy in the Thirteenth Assem- 
bly District, is a stanch supporter of Mr. 
Thompson, and has been Deputy County Clerk 
for some time. He is a lawyer and was 
formerly a journalist. Mr. Cleveland has got 
his merehant for Collector in order that the 
office may be run on business principles, and 
Mr. Thompson and Mr. Manning have accepted 
the merchant so that the office may be run for 
its political effect.

MR. THOMPSON’S FUTURE PLAN 

That Thompson will have the naming of all 
the appointments te offices under the Federal 
Government is conceded by all the politicians. 
The scheme 1 to so build up the party through 
patronage that an increased majority will be 
given in this oity next fall for the party. 
Thompson's appoifitment as “boss” means 
that Mr. Edward Cooper will be the candidate 
for Governor. This will involve the car- 
rying out of some measure to pacify 
Tammany, so that an unbroken line 
may be presented. These measures are a- 
ready formed, and Tammany will get patron- 
age sufficient to keep itin good humor and 
cause it to lend a band to the schemes of 
Manning, Thompson & Co. in their projected 
rule of the politics of the Empire State. Mayor 
Grace left his office before the appointment 
was announced, but his failure to become dic- 
tator involves his own overthrow and the end 
of bis possible ghanves for the Gubernatorial 
nomination. .All the County Democracy 
politicians, with few exceptions, were jubilant 
at the appointment of Hedden and - Beattie. 
The appointment of Mr. Burt was nota sur- 
prise. It was generally understood that Mr. 
Cleveland contemplated it. 

MR. HEDDEN’S ANTECEDENTS. 

Tne only noteworthy fact discoverable about 
Mr. Hedden is that he is the son-in-law of the 
person who supplies the water-meters used by 
the Department of Public Works, of which Mr. 
Thompson bas so long had control. It is ex- 
tremely significant that be sbould now appear 
as the candidate of the person lately 
at the head of that department, 
The water-meter industry has been productive 
of enough scandals already in connection with 
the Department of Public Works, one of which 
came to the surface but a few weeks ago. 
Among those who added their indorsements of 
Mr. Hedden to Hubert’O. Thompson's were 
Gen. John B. Woodward, John R. Devlin, Dan- 
iel Drake Smith, J. Pierrepont Morgan, Charles 
B. Smith, R. T. Tefft, of Tefft, Weller & Co.; 
John 8. Crane, Bates, Reed & Cooley, J. T. Low, 
R. T. Woodward, and others. 


(Edward L. Hedden, who succeeds Judge Robert- 
son as Collector of the Port of New York, was born 
in New York City in 1828. From 1859 until last year 
he was a partner in the shipping house of Wetmore 
Cryder & Co., engaged principally in the China tea 
trade, and for thirty-five years conducted the cus- 
tom-house business of the firm. He its Vice-Presi- 
dent of the North River Bank, an institution of 
little prominence, end a director in several in- 
surance companies. He has always been a Demo- 
erat in politics. His father studied law with Alex- 
ander Hamilton, and was the representative of 
New York City on the occasion of the opening of

Lorpon, June 27.--| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|--The Salisbury Ministry 
is not going to have by any means an easy 
time of it in the great public matters 
which bothered the Gladstone Administration. 
The Cabinet has already piunged into a coun- 
oll for the d of the pressing questions 
of the hour, it is seriously dounted if it 
will be able to deal with them effectively. The 
budget and Eeypt were the topics broached at 
yesterday’s meeting, and the difficulties which 
presented themselves gave rise toa good deal 


‘of contrary opinion, which may pre 


vent a solution that will satisfy 
the nation. Two financial schemes were 
debated, but no definit result was arrived at or 
is likely to be reached at present, It is report- 
ed that Sir Michael R. Hicks-Beacn, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, professes to keep the income 
tax at 5 pence in the pound, leaving the whole 
deficit for settlement by the next Parliament. 
He argued in favor of this course that the def- 
icit only ocours next December, and that the 
electorate should have voiew in deciding how 
it should be met. This proposal did not meet 
with much favor, and an alternative scheme 
was sugeested by the Marquis of Salisbury. This 
embraced his favorit idea of a loan, which has 
been much talked of in political circles, and 
which does not, as a rule, suit those interested 
directly in the Government, although it would 
undoubtedly meet with pronounced popular 
recognition, The Premier desires to partly 
satisfy the exigency. of the» country’s 
finances by increasing the income tax 
to 18 pence in the pound, and to 
meet the balance of the deficit by the 
issun of exchequer bonds, whieh would not 
mature until the next Parliament would be 


.Seated and ready to deal with their payment. 


The most vital objection to these plans is that 
both of them would have the opposition of Mr. 
Gladstone and a section of the Liberal 
party. whose voi¢e in the House is a matter of 
the greatest moment to the Tories, as they 
have only a minority in that boay. Sir Michael 
E. Hicke-Beach's proposal is popular with the 
country, and is, therefore, more likely to work 
advantage to the Oonservatives in the long 
run, It would, besides, be supported by the 
Radicals, and probably carry with it a majority 
of the Commbas. 
IN REGARD TO EGYPT. 

The policy determined by the Cabinet with 
regard to Egypt is indicated by the appoint- 
ment of Sir Henry Drummond Wolff's mission 
and by the tenor of M. Waddington's advices to 
Paris on the interviews bela by him with the 
Marquis of Salisbury concerning the points of 
and approachment betweengthe English and 


French Governments on both the financial 


and administrative questions relative to 
that country. M. de Freycinet has in- 
formea Mr. Lyons that he approved 
of the removal of Tewfk from the 
Khediveship if they could substitute a strong- 
er ruler in his piace, but that he would not tol- 
erate the continuance of an indirect protec- 
torate with either Tewfik or another Knedive 
as the tool of English diplomacy; Mr. Lyons 
bas made no communication on the subject to 
M. de Freycinet, but M. Waddington advises 
Sir Henry Drummond Wolft’s mission. He re- 
ters to the change of government in Egypt. 


‘The Khodive, having obtained a hint of the 


prospect of achange being determined on by 
Engiand and France, telegraphs demanding to 
know the object of the mission. He also sends 
Borelli Bey, the leader of the Anglophobist 
section of the European colony in Cairo, asa 
private to the Porte and Paris to intrigue with 
the politicians at both places against his de- 
boston. His successor, it is understood, 
would be either Halein Pasba or Ismail. 

Lord Salisbury bas 80 far had but one inter- 
change of views with foreign Powers on dip- 
lomatic questions. That was with M. Wad- 
dington, the French Ambassador, and it re- 
lated entirely to the never-ending Egyptian 
question. The interview was forced upon the 
new Premier by the rush of official advices 
from the Khedive’s dominions to the effect 
that anarchy practically exists in Egypt; that 
the Administration fe exhausting the Treas- 
ury and is openly hostile to English 
influence; and that this hostile§ influence 
is inspired by Borelli. Bey, who is de- 
scribed as a “powerful adviser.” He is said 
to be the private owner of the Bosphore-Egyp- 
tien, whieh was recently suppressed by the 
Khedive for the virulence of ite attacks upon 
him and England. The protests of France ge- 
cured the rehabilitation of the paper, and it 
is now a “worse conspirator” than ever. 
Borelii Bey publiciy holds frequent levees with 
all Europeans hostile te England. To add to 
the general confusion there is war in Tewfik’s 
harem. The Vice-Queen of the harem is do- 
tively interfering against the political move- 
ment organized to oppose the addition of an 
English palaceto the entourage of the Khe- 
dive. 

The Cairo correspondent of the Cologne Ga- 
rette, referring to Egyptian finances and to the 
loan of $45,000,000 recently guaranteed by the 
Powers to setjle the debts of the’ countrys, 
states that the sum will be found insufficient 
by at least $50,000.000. English financial houses 
interested in Egyptian monetary affairs have 
been advised by their Cairo agents that the loan 
will fall short of the actual nécessities of the 
ease by a sum equal to $150,000,000. 

AS TO THE LIBERALS. 

The situation of the relations between the 
Liberals and the Conservatives still remains a 
mystery, Neither Mr. Gladstone’s nor the 
Marquis of Salisbury’s explanation on the as- 
surances asked for by the Conservatives eluci- 
dates the real position of parties, or satisfies the 
desire of the public for light on the attitude 
of the present Government, The Merquis of 
Salisbury’s final acceptance of the responsi- 
bilities of Administration in such adverse cir- 
cumstances was due to a secret understanding 


with the Marquis of Hartington, the Duke of 


Argyle, and other leading Whigs, who prom- 


ised the guarantees of support which Mr. Glad- 
stone refused, 


The entente cordiale between the Marquis of 


Salisbury and the Marquisof Hartington points 
to's widening of the breach in the Liberal or- 
ganization. It is already aistracted by dissen- 
sions of the leaders on the arrangement of the 
program for the electoral campaign in the fall. 


The Marquis of Salisbury's use of the Queen’s 


name in debate is resented violently dy the 
Gladstone circle. It is reported that Mr. Glad- 
stone intends to call the attention of Pariia- 


constitutional to state the Queen’s opinion on 
affairs of state further than it is revealed in the 
royal correspondence with her Majesty” * Minis- 
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stituents is Mr. Arthur James Balfour, Tory 
member of Parliament for Hartford Borough, 
which he has represented since 187. Mr. Bal 
four is but 87 years of age and is a son4n-law 
of the Marquis of Salisbury, the new Prime 
Minister, whose private secretary the young 
man has long been.

better perhaps than any other person the inner 
views of Lord Salisbury upon the whole Irish 
question, and is the only man who has ever 
been permitted by the present Premier to 
speak for him. Hence Mr. Balfour's speech 
nas attracted profound attention. Before tis 
advent to power Lord Salisbury was a most 
persistent advocate of coercion in Ireland. 
The very crisis which crowded bis party into 
power found him actively engaged in opposing 
every tendency towards liberalism in Ire- 
land. Responsibility, however, has ap- 
parently tempered Salisbury’s views 
on this important question, and he evi- 
dently shrinks from dowg himself those 
things for the abstinence from the perform- 
anee of which he castigated the Gladstone 
Mipistry. To use an Americanism, Salisbiry 
feels the necessity of letting the Tories down 
easy” on the question, and our is pushed 
forward as chief instrument in the lowering 
process. The most striking utterance in Mr. 
Balfour’s address was the unqualified deciara- 
tion that he desires not less than Mr. Chambet- 
lain to see Ireland governed by equal laws with 
England and to see all exceptional legislation 
against the Irish people forever abolished. 
Tne Radicais and Parnellites who worried the 
Liberal Ministry out of power never stated 
their wishes on this subject more tersely and 
fully. Not satisfied with this bold statement, 
Mr. Balfour bas just caused to be published 
for general circulation a brochure on the Irish 
question. In this the sew Chief Secretary 
strongly supports home rule for Ireland, but 
contends. that this home rule hall extend 
to local interests only. Rig argument 
tor this limit is the favorit one of 
the Tories—viz.: That it ia as necessary for the 
general welfare of Ireland itself as it is for the 
strategic security of Great Britain that in all 
national affairs the present state of dependence 
shall be maintained, and that all concessions 
to Ireland shall be based on the absolute malu- 
tenance of England's imperial control. Another 
idea is elaborated in this ofoohure—namely: 
That in any new organization of the Govern- 
ment ot Ireland the rigtts of the Irish 
Tories, such as the loyal minority in Ulster, 
mast be respected and maintained, While it 
may be said that these statements lack definit- 
ness, still it must be admitted that they indi- 
eate a remarkable change of attitude in the 
Conservative feciing towards ireland. Not 
only that, but there is an astonishing brood 
of Tory declarations of the same char- 
acter as those made by Mr. Balfour. 
In fact, all reports from Conservative 
clubs and political circles show that Lord 
Randolph Churchill bas become the prophet 
of the Tory party on the Irish question. His 
policy, which from all present indications will 
prevail with the present Government, favors a 
gradual replacement of the present machinery 
of viceregal government at Dublin Castie by 
the formation of an elective central board to 
sit in Dublin and possess the power of dealing 
with all interval questions of govern- 
ment. ,

FREE TRADE. 

The Chairman of the Cobden Club has issued 
an announcement concerning the British policy 
of free trade, with reference to the possibility 
of ite disturbance by the Conservatives. He 
declares that, as the club has been warned that 
the principles of Cobden are threatened, it has 
taken measures to firmly resist any and all 
attacks upon them by the fair traders and pro- 
tectionists. Continuing, the Chairman 
says: “We are not surprised at § the 
attempts of the landed interests to retax food. 
The whole feudal land system of Engiand is 
crumbling to pieces. A great number of the 
Salisbury Ministry have already advocated in- 
terference with the present fiscal system of 
Bagiand. The whole world is certain eventu- 
ally to adopt Cobden's principles, which are 
now scoffed at by many. The tariffs oi protec 
tionist countries benefit the few to the detri- 
ment of the many, and by God's providence 
they will not generally be adopted.“ N 
The spirits of the Conservatives are cheered 
by the latest reports of their election agents, 


who are finding candidates throughout the 


provinces among the promising young men be- 
longing to Whig families of great influence. 
These agents also report that large sums of 
money are being readily subscribed to defray 
Conservative. expenses in the .. coming 
campaign by gentiemen who hitherto 
bave deen strong supporters of the Lib- 
eral party. All these reports go to show 
that there really exists in the country districts 
of England a strong feeling of detestation 
against a weak foreign policy and a lively de- 
sire to assist the Tories in any attempt they 
may make to restore Engiand’s prestige among 
foreign Powers. 

The Conservative union is undoubtedly now 
thoroughly compact, and it is gaining ad- 
besions from the Liberal ranks both in the 
towns and in the country. The Tory chances 
are farther increased by the growing differ- 
ences between the electoral cries of Liberals 
and Radicals.

Interest for the next week will centre on the 
tiny pocket borough of Woodstock, where, with 
one single exception, the only sharp contest 
against anew Minister is to be waged.

AMICABLE RELATIONS. 

Tus utmost good feelthe prevaiied toward 
the United States but no disposition existed to 
change the relations between the tribes ‘and 
the Nation. It was conceded that the treaties 
had been faithfully kept by the Government, 
but there was a fecling’ ‘of apprehension that 
the tribal forms of government might be over- 
turned by the admission of white set- 
tiers, to whien the Indians were earnestiy 
| opposed. On the other hand, they manifested 
no objéction to the admission or other tribes 
of Indians to homes in the Indian Territory, 
and seemed to think it would be poliey for the 
Government to concentrate the Indians there. 
In the Senator's Opinion the ‘Indians seem to 
have reached the ideal solution of the land 
question. All land belongs in common to the 
tribe, but any citizen may cultivate as much 
as he chooses, provided he does not come with- 
in n quartér Of a tafle of the tract cu'tivatea 
by his neigbher.. This provision is, designed 
to break up the tendency to collect in small com- 
munities, which was thought to be productive 
er Mienées. The occupant of che land is 
itd ‘absolute possessor and may leave it 
hia children or sell hig possessory rights to an- 
other citizen. But ne may not sed to outside 
parties, an it ne osases to cultivate the land it 
réyerts to the public domain. Tins prevents 
the &cquirement of large bodies of land by In- 
dividuale and removes. the danger of evils 
which result from land monopolies. Freedmen 
are better treated than among Anglo-Saxons 
and no civil or political right is dénied them. 

NATURE OF THD COUNTRY.

The London Athenwum raises a question of 
doubt as to whether the poet Snelley's heart 
really survived the cremation to wnich the 
boay was subjected.

CUSTOM-HOUSE FEES. 
DEPUTY-COLLECTOR HITT GIVES EXCELLENT 
REASONS FOR DOING AWAY WITH THEM. 

Deputy-Collector Hitt of the Chicago Custom- 


House is a strong advocate of the abolition of 


the fees which are collected from importers. 

These amount to $600,000 per annum at the 

ports of entry, all told, while the Government 

is required to appropriate $6,000,000 for the 

maintenance of the service. Mr. Hitt, who tus 

been in the customs service for a great many 
thinks wat 


so many trifies as formerly, but the few which 
are still collected seem to him to be witbuut 
reason. Said he to a reporter yesterday: 
‘*When a merohant comes in and pays us $4, 

or $5,000 in duties he imagines that ought 
rel nimi from all other obligations. Whe 
we tell him we want 50 cents more he does not 
care much about the 50 cents, but he wauts to 
know atonce, What for?’ 

„We say for an entry. 

“*Why, What's an entry?’ he asks. 

„We explain. Then we say we want 30 
cents more for an oath. We have to explain 
why we charge that—but the use of that term 
Was accidental; no charge is now made for an 
oath. That fee has been abolished. Why it 
was abolished without abolishing the others I 
don't Know, unless it was because the oathe 
were ‘held to be of no value—and they are not, 
for in nine cases out ot ten te man 
mever reads the form.

In some places it is worse than others. The 
system is morecomplex in New Tork than in 
Chicago; more complex in Boston than in New 
York. It ought to be simplified more and 
more, and as a beginning in the right direction 
the entire fee system ought to be dropped. 
The business should be made so simple that mer- 
chants couid make their own entries. As it is, 
I doubt whether many of the Collectors at the 
leading ports could do it without some days of 
preparation. The papers must now be made 
out in a certain form, presented to a certam 
official for examination, and then to another 
and another. In most cases a novice will take 
the pa to the wrong clerks tree or four 
tim fore getting to the right one, and when 
he tdadhes the right desk ten to one the papers 
are not properly made out. This complicated 
state ot things has given rise to the custom- 
house br@ker, and his businéss is very much 
like the practice of law, The complexity of 
the system belps the officials to perpetrate acts 
of favoritism under cover of the law. When 
their offenses are discovered and laid bare the 
publie does not understand the gravity of their 


m dis because they cannot understand the

* Now as to the fees. They add to the diff. 
culties of bookkeeping and make tlie employ- 
ment of more clerks necessary. Not only thie— 
they are constant temptation to those who 
handle or receive them. If there is a defalca- 
tion in a custom-house you generally find that 
it is the fees of the office that are missing. It 
is be a hard to keep track of them. 

“By the way, that reminds me of a peculiari- 
ty I have noticed about rich men. They sel- 
dom carry any money about them. I have had 
them come in time and again and pay over 
$5,000 or $10,000 by check when they did 
not have a dollar, or even half a dollar, to pay 
the fees with. I used to make it a rule to pay 
the fees for those I knew. Sometimes they 
would send the money right up by a messen- 
ger, but many were careless and forgetful 
about such small sums, and I was compelled to 
send out the messenger every week or two to 
collect what were outstanaing. Sometimes I 
have had two dozen little debts of this kind 
due me atone time.”’

INVESTIGATING THE BRIDGETENDERS 
SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST SOME OF THESE 

PEOPLE—SOFT JOBS- -PERTINENT QUERIES. 

A quiet investigation into the conduct of the 
bridgetenders has just been completed, and the 
result will probably be the discharge of several 
of them. ‘Those said to have been found dere 
lict are stationed at Rush, Wells, and Indiana 
street bridges. Women supposed to be disso- 
lpt are paid to have been seen to 
enter the bonuses at night and remain a 
long time. In several instances the bridge- 
tenders paid no attention to signals of tugs to 
open, and, in one, atug Captain had to row to 
the bridge and swing it himself. It is believed 
that subordinates are the guilty parties, 
though the Dridgetenders themselves will be 
held responsible. The system of running the 
bridges is all wrong. Instead of hiring so many 
men to look after a bridge, the city employs 
one man, .paying him a large .salary 
and letting him select his help. 
The result’ is that a saloonkeeper 
or some other ward striker gets the job for 
from $1,500 to $3,000 a year, bires one, two, or 
three men at $10 or $12 a week, and pockets 
the difference for dbossing the work. The 
position of bridgetender at one of the main 
streets is a very soft berth—really a sinecure— 
as be gets dig pay for looking at others work. 
If the city employed the men who ‘actually 
swing the bridges the saving would de any- 
where from $5,000 to $10,000 a year. Commis- 
sioner Cremer is looking iato the charges, and 
some reveiations are expected next week. 
While be bas this matter in band, be should 
try to learn the reason why the men at Clark 
and Wells streets keep the bridges open for 
balf an hour at a time. Friday, about 7 
o’elock, there was a string of carson Clark 
street from Randolph to the bridge and from 
the viaduct to Superior street, and yesterday 
the same thing happened, fully 5,000 people 
deing unnecessarily delayed twenty minutes.

_ BURCHARD SUSPENDED. — 

The President nas suspended Mint-Director 
Burchard, as it was long ago announced in 
these dispatches that he would, notwithstand- 
ing the reveated official denials. Burchard de- 
cided to make his fight. Heis said to be of 
opinion that it the Senate should fail to con- 
firm his successor the speciai statute under 
which he is appointed would restore him to of- 
fice. Prominent lawyer think that this wouid 
not be so, and that the Senate wili not care to 
defeat the confirmation of his suecessor. James 
P. Kimball of Pennsylvania, who:succeeds him, 
is a mining engineer and metallurgist, said 
to be well equipped for the place. He 
is @ Harvard graduate, and a graduate of 
the mining school of Freiburg, Saxony, and 
during the War served as Adjutant-General on 
the staff of McCilelian, Burnside, Hooker, and 
Meade. Heis now President of the Everett 
Iron Company, and is a New York club man. 

NEW YORK UNDERVALUATION FRAUDS. 

The Treasury authorities seem sincere in 
their efforts to break up the system of under- 
valuations, and they are receiving a great deal 
of eredit for this. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that the special agents who have 
made the discoveries thus fur are Republic- 
ans, who have made similar reports for many 
years, and that they are following in the exact 
line which since 1875 has beer pointed out by 
tne Chicago Custom-House officials and Tue 
TRIBUNE. It is now the opinion of the depart- 
ment officials here that the undervaluation 
which has been so injurious to honest im- 
porters of foreign goods will be almost if 
not entirely broken up. These reforms are the 
direct consequence of the action taken by the 
late Secretary Folger in sending agents abroad 
to obtain trustworthy evidence for us in de- 
tecting these frauds upon the revenue, and 
this action was the basis for the examination 
made by the special agents commission in 
New York which was ordered by Secretary Mo- 
Culloch upon the recommendation of Assistant 
Secretary Coon. The reports made from time 
to time by this commission and the testimony 
taken have been accepted in full by Secretary 
Manning. Whether Mr. Hedden is the man, as 
Collector of the Port, to continue these investi- 
gations, remains to be seen. He is an old im- 
porter, but his name bas never been mentioned 
in connection with any movement to reform 
the customs laws.

A QUEER ADMINISTRATION. 

Senator Beck thinks this is the queerest Ad- 
ministration he ever saw. He discovered this 
peculiarity some time ago, when unknown 
Kentuckians were given diplomatic positions 
abroad, but his experience yesterday morning 
makes him wonder more than ever at the 
Strangeness of things. Mr. Beck took the 
papers of a oonstituept named Hill to the Post- 
Office Department at an early hour and filed 
them with First Assistant Postmaster-General 
Hay with a request that the Postmaster at 
Greyson, Ky., be removed and his friend ap- 
pointed. Are there any charges agaiust the 
present incumbent?” inquired the First Assist- 
ant. Charges! echoed the Kentucky Sen- 
ator, in an astonished manner. The man is 
a Republican, and Senator Blackburn and I 
have agreed upon a competent Democrat for 
his place. What else is wanted?” 

Mr. Hay smiled as he answered: “That will 
not do, Mr. Beck. We must have some reason 
beside that given us for a removdl.”’ 

„Do I understand you to say, then, that you 
will not make the change on my recommenda- 
tion?” queried the Kentuckian, getting very 
red ip the face. 

“I cannot do it,” said Gen. Hay, apologet- 
ally. “It is against the President's policy. 
It I were to remove this man the President 
would be very apt to remove me.“ 

** Well, of all the,“ commenced the Sena- 
tor, who by this time was mad. Bat there's 
no use in arguing the matter, he added, as be 
controlled bis passion with an effort, I don’t 
want to have you removed, Mr. Hay—I don’t 
want to have you lose your place—but I never 
heard anything like this before.” 

And out he went, leaving a room full of 
amused officeseekers and a very nervous Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General. Senator. Beck, in 
speaking of the matter afterwards, said he 
would not be a party to filing charges against 
any man when there was no cause fer his re- 
moval but politics.

No Apparent Chance for Improvement 
Before the Close of Navigation— 
: Shipments for the Week. 


The statement of east-bound freight shipments 
for the last week isa very disappointing one. On 
account of the announcement that rates would 
soon be advanced, it was expected that shippers in 
their anxiety to take advantage of the existing low 
rates would rush forward and ship everything 
they could. But nothing of the kind has happened. 
On the contrary, shippers seem to have been more 
reluctant than ever to ship, and instead of an in- 
crease there is a decrease of nearly 10,000 
tons. The total shipments for the week 
by the various railroad lines from this city and all 
points common therewith, which include Engle- 
wood, Corinth, Blue Island, Joliet, Matteson, 
Bloom, Washington Heights, Grand Crossing, and 
South Chicago, through to Eastern seaboard 
pointe amounted to 34,917 tons, against 43,308 tons 
for the week previous. This is the smallest amount 
shipped East from this city this year, which, in 
view of the fact that all this business has been se- 
cured at a rate of Ii to 18 cents per 100 pounds, 
considerably less than cost, is quite a startling.ex- 
hibit. The fact that of the above amount the Chi- 
cago & Grand Trunk has carried nearly 21} per 
cent, leaving only 78 per cent for the other seven 
lines, aggravates the matter still more. When with 
such exceedingly low rates the railroads can get 
barely enough business to fill one train a day each, 
it is easy to guess what the result will de if an ad- 
vance in rates is madé. With a 20 cent rate on 
basis of grain, Chicago to New York, the railroad 
lines would not be able to get any through busi- 
ness whatever, as the little that has to go forward 
would take the lake lines. The question of advan- 
cing rates at this time, when there is hardly any 
demand for our products in the East, would scarce- 
ly ve considered were it not for the fact that most, 
if not all. of the roads have long-time contracts 
with all the large shippers at the present low rates, 
and itis due to this fact that shipments have 
not been stimulated by the announcement that 
freights would soon be advanced. As 
all the prominent shippers are protected by con- 
tracts, an advance in rates will not affect them in 
the least, and they would probably prefer that rates 
be restored to a 20-cent basis, as this would crowd 
out those small competitors who have not been 
able to secure contracts on equaily favorable 
terms. It isno doubt due to this condition of 


affairs that one or two of the roads running Bast 


city refused to ratify the agreement 
made at the Cincinnati meeting that rates be re- 
stored to a \20-cent basis. The reason given for 
their objecuon to the Cincinnati agreement is that 
they are Opposed to the proviso which allows the 
Chicago roads to make arebate of 5 cents 


from this 


on grain only, in order to enable them to compete | 


against the lake lines during the navigation sea- 
son. While this point is well taken, and everybody 
admits that the railroads should no longer counte- 
nance the obnoxious rebate system, yet this is not 
the only reason for the objections. Thereis hardly 
a doubt that they would have approved the Cincin- 
nati agreement Ha similar rebate had been al- 
lowed on flour and milistafs. To make the 
products of grain higher than grain itself would 
seriously affect the business of the roads referred 
to, and for this reason they i-sist upon a flat rate 
‘of 15 cents on grain and grain products and 20 cents 


on provisions. The General Managers of 
the roads in the territory west of 
the Western termini of the trunk 


lines and east the Mississipp' River 
meet again at Niagara Falls July 2 to make an- 
other effort to perfect the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion agreement and to further consider the pro- 
posed advance in rates. It is quite certain that 
rates cannot be advanced at present above a 15- 
cent basis on grain from Chicago to New York. If no 
unanimity on that rate can be obtained the forma- 
tion of the Central Traffic Association pool will 
have to be postponed until navigation closes and 
until all the contracts made at prevailing low g- 
ures have been disposed of. Another serious ob- 
stacle in the formation of the proposed east - bound 
pool is that the agreement after having been 


adopted by the Western connections of the trunk 
lines. will have to be ratified by the trunk lines 
The latter will not accept the agree 


themselves. 
ment unless it is entirely favorable to their inter- 
ests.

PENNSYLVANIA AND READING. 


A DROP IN THE PRICE af THE STOCK OF 
THE FORMER ROAD—s4RSEY CENTRAL | 
WILL TAKE STEPS_TO LLAVE THE LEASE 
TO THE READING ROAD CANCELED. 
PLL ruf. Pa., June 27.—(Special.}j— 

Pennsylvania Railroad stock touched the low- 

est point in six years today. Last night it 

closed at 47%, today it sold at 46. The cause 
of the drop was the decrease in earnings 
for the last year, the reported decrease 
of $500,000 in the June earnings, and 
the prospective entrance into Puls- 
delphia ot the Beitimore & Onio. 

There das been very little ex- 

citement, however, as the decline has been 

gradual.
